In the first elections, in 1949, the 
Religious Front, comprising all the 
Orthodox parties, won 16 seats. 
Two years later, the Religious Zion- 
ist “bourgeois” Mizrahi won two 
scats; its labour-and-kibbutz-orien- 
tated offshoot founded a quarter of 
a century earlier, Hapoct Hamiz- 
rahi, won cight seats; Agudat Yis- 
rae] three, and Poalei Agudat Yis- 
tael (PAY) two. 

In 1955, the NRP (Hebrew acro- 
nym: Mafdal), ἃ merger of the Miz- 
rahi and Hapoel Hamizrahi, ap- 
peared on the scene as by far the 
largest Orthodox party, winning 11 
Seats to the Aguda’s six.

He believes that as a result of the 
National Religious youths’ “en- 
counter with Eretz Yisrael” after 
the Six Day War, and especially of 
the part they seem to have played in 
dispelling much of the depression 
that prevailed during and in the 
wake of the 1973 Yom Kippur War, 
they developed a high degree of self- 
assurance. They felt that they were 
no longer ‘second-class citizens” 
needing the backing of a specifically 
religious party, and that they could 
now assert themselves freely in oth- 
er parties. 


This, Ben-Meir asserts, may be 
true regarding most issues, but it is 
not so regarding religious educa- 
tion. Only a strong National Reli- 
gious movement can fight for proper 
allocation of money and facilities for 
the state-religious, Bnai Akiva high- 
school and hesder-yeshiva networks. 
Only such a movement can fight for 
an IDF that the Orthodox soldier 
will also feel is his. “All of this is 
pretty shaky right now, and the gen- 
eral public does not even realize 
how much,” Ben-Meic said. 

Therefore, National Religious 
people who vote for the non-reli- 
gious parties ‘don't realize the dele- 
terious effect this will have on the 
future of their children. 

“In general,” says Ben-Meir, “1 
identify with the NRP platform. But 
it is headed by a man who is not a 
product of a national-religious edu- 
cation, has always ridden the Se- 
phardi-ethic hobby horse, and lacks 
political savvy. , 

“Secondly, I am unhappy about 
Hanan Porat's prominent place in 
the list. He represents all that is 
dungerous in Gush Emunim, and he 
believes that God has chosen him 
for his role. He and his blind Messi- 
anism took a ride on the Sephardi 
issue to bring about the upset in the 
NRP. 

“Most of those who have settled 
‘Judea, Samaria and the Gaza Dis- 
trict are among the finest human 
beings that Eretz Yisracl has creat- 
ed. But they sin against themselves 
and agninst Eretz Yisrael when they 
allow a tiny group of Porat’s ilk to 
lead them. They are 4 menace, caus- 
ing the rest of the nation to hate 
Gush Emunim undeservedly. The 
settlers will pay adheavy price if they 
don't stop those operators, who are 
endangering our hold on Eretz Yis- 

rael more than the Arabs arc. 

“Porat accepts rabbinical author- 
ity only when the counsel suits him. 
Druckman, on the other hand, sub- 
mits unreservedly to rabbinical au- 
thority. But I would unequivocally 
support an NRP led by Yigal Bibi 
and Yitzhak Levy.” 

On the other hand, Ben-Meir is 
unhappy with Meimad’s almost 

blanket rejection of religious legista- 
tion, though he, too, believes that 
attempts led by Shaki and others to 
amend the Law of Return are “re- 
dundant.” and that such legiskation 
must be based on judicious pive- 
and-take. 

Secondly, he does not like some 
of the people “surrounding” Rabbi 
Amital, whom he greatly admires. 
As one example he cited Leah Shak- 
diel, the Yeroham woman who re- 
sorted to “a secular authority,” the 


High Court of Justice, ‘to compel: 


the chief rabbinate™ to accept her as 
a member of her town's religious 
council. 

Ben-Meir does not know for 
whom he will vote. Bul he hopes 
that after the elections, the NRP will 
calf on Meimad to merge with it 
“and enable the establishment of a 


real home for the national-rcligious 
family.”* As a matter of fuet, “LT urge 
them to do so right now, The differ- 
ence between them is much less in 
platform than it is in personalities.” 


PROFESSOR SHALOM Rosen- 
berg, who teaches philosophy and 
Jewish thought at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, secs two processes at work 
in Religious Zionism. One is αὶ “triv- 
ial process - involving the genera- 
tional struggle, expressed by the re- 
volt of the Young Guard, and “the 
awakening of the Jews of Sephardi 
and Oriental origin.” 

The second process is the “politi- 
cal one, connected with the territori- 
al issuc.” 

Rosenberg was instrumental in 
the founding of Meimad and occu- 
pies a high slot on its Knesset list. 

He said the people who founded 
or have since gone over to Meimad 
felt that there had to be a political 
option for the, national-religious 
centre and an opening for a pact 
with the religious Jeft in particular, 
represented by the Ne'emanei Tora 
Va'avoda (Tora and Labour Faith- 
ful, based on the Hapoel Hamizrahi ᾿ 
motto, who have been hattling the 
“haredization” of the state-religious 
school system and Bnei Akiva), and 
the political left in general. 

“We are not in anybody's pock- 
et,” Rosenberg said. ''We do not 
reject the possibility of cooperating 
with a governntent of the right or of 
the left. We see ourselves as a brake 
on either kind of extremist tenden- 
cy. If I say that there are no religious 
inhibitions on giving up parts of 
Eretz Yisrael, that does not mean 
that I am automatically for a Pales- 
tinian state. But the world has to 
know that the reason for possible 
non-withdrawal is not a religious 
ane, but political reality,” 

He sees no possibility of a Mei- 
mad-NRP merger after the election, 
though he believes the two “will be 
able to cooperate on many issues." 


AN IMPORTANT part of what has 
now happened in the NRP, says 
Shmuel Sandler, is, ironically, a 
product of the Young Guard revolt 
of a decade ago led by Hammer and 
Yehuda Ben-Meir, who were 
among the hardest hit by the latest 
development. 

Sandler, himself a National Reli- 
gious Jew who sympathizes with 
Meimad, is senior Jecturer in politi- 
eal science at Bar-Ilan, where he 
also heads the Journalism and Pub- 
lic Communications Division, and 
an associate at the Jerusalem Centre 
headed by Elazar. 

At the time, Sandler said. the 
NRP Young Guard promised a 
“new, beautiful NRP,” cleansed of 
“corruption” and rid of “antiquated 
politicians” who were “merely stick- 
ing to their seats." This excited 
many of the youth, inspired by the 
above-mentioned “cncounter with 
Eretz Yisrael," who now wished to 
implement what they had been 
taught. But this led to an exaggerat- 
ed emphasis on the territorial as- 
pect, which, in the end lost the NRP 
its centrist clement. 

“The NRP,” Sandler said, “has 
now turned info a non-pluralistic 
party that wishes to speak with one 
voice on both the territorial and the 
religious issues." 

Like Rosenberg, he does nut he- 
lieve that Meimad will go back to 
the NRP.

A CRY IN THE NIGH 


Mounting evidence. of 
widespread child abuse 
means that a re-evalua- 
tion of ways in which 
this country helps chil- 
dren at risk is long over- 
due.

The child's 35-year-old mother has another 
daughter from a previous marriage who is in 
foster care. Her present husband, aged 75, 
their three-year-old daughter and the moth. 
er's brother-in-law all come from the disad- 
vantaged Shikun Dalet quarter of Tiberias. 

Where were the neighbours in this web of 
alleged victimization and brutality? Where 
were the police? Where were the social service 
authorities? 

The neighbours knew and preferred to stay 
silent, according to reports. They felt it was 
probably more than their lives were worth to 
blow the whistle. 


The local social services authorities, on the 
other hand, readily revealed long ucquaint- 
ance and sustained connections with the fani- 
ily, going back several years, “We placed the 
Inlde girl in a Na’amat daycare centre when 
she was six months ald," said Safriela Ben- 
Ezra, who directs the municipal social services 
unit. “Her father would bring her every day 
and everyone said how wonderful he was with 
her. She always looked well cared for. She 
never had so much as a scratch. 

“No, she was never absent. The workers 
there said she was there every day and devel- 
Oping normally. Look, we can‘t do more than 
act On reports -- we don’t have telescopes to 
look into every home. We never heard that 
there was anything amiss from the daycare 

Γ Tipat Halav (family 
health) clinic, where she was also seen regu- 
larly,” said Ben-Ezra. 


THE OBVIOUS discrepancies hetween these 
accounts is not what concerns Yitzhak Kad- 
man of the National Council for the Child. 
‘What bothers the director of this child advoca- 
cy organization far more is “the passivity" of 
the authorities, that they were apparently 
Powerless to prevent the tragedy. 

“Case after case,” said Kadman despairing- 
ly, leafing through newspaper Teports on the 
latest outrages to children. “The problem is 
not oniy Tiberias and it's not only the social 
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Parents to take her to there was other evidence of violence on her 


body. The child’s mother and her companion 
have since been arrested and released on bail. 

Four children from Ramle aged four-and-u- 
half to 13 were deserted early this month by 
their mother, a divorcee, and carted around 
between the welfare authorities, 
and nvighbours for days before it was decided 
lo find a foster family to take care of three of 
them. (The youngest was collected by her 
father.) While the children had complained of 
maltreatment by the mother, neighbours were 
unwilling to undermine their relations with the 
oe by reporting the matter to the authori- 

ies. 

In another recent case in Dimona, two 
brothers aged 3 and 16, deserted by their 
estranged parents, were found wandering the 
Streets, sleeping on a mattress on the floor of a 
filthy air-raid shelter and Supporting them- 
selves by petty theft. They said they had been 
thrown out of their mother's apartment by her 
conipanion, who had also beuten them. They 
had not been to school for three years. 

What all these cases have In common, said 
Kadman, is that the various social agencies 
“knew nothing.” Kadman charges that there 
μὲ a rege τὸ show that the social 

Ices units ure simply not equipped to pro- 
tect children at risk. “But you can’t lay alt the 
blame at their door when other agencies ~ the 
Schools, hospitals, the police -- are not suffi- 
ciently alert, How can the social services help 
if a doctor or emergency unit accepts at face 
value that a child brought in under suspicious 
circumstances simply ‘fell downstairs'?"

What about the school counsellors? “They 
have ἡ million-and-one things to do, and they 
are untrained.

THE EXTENT of the problem, suid Kadman, 
can be guuged by the response his organize- 
tion received after a recent radi programme 
ἢ children in distress hosted by Alex Ansky. 
“We were swamped with culls - from children 
who were being ubused, intimidated or had 
run away fron home. [| got a call from one 
woman whose daughter was a drug addict, 
who had privately placed her 12-year-old 
granddaughter with a foster παν. The child 
was complaining that she was being abused 
and used as a servant. But (hough the grand- 
mother had ied, she had not heen sable to get 
anywhere with the authorities, whe dismissed 
her as a nudnik. Yet if the wuthorities areo't 
checking out things like this, it's a sign that 
things aren't functioning Proper: 

But even for Kadman, repurting cases (Ὁ 
the authorities is frustrating. “They are pain- 
fully slow to respond. | can imagine how im- 
possible it must be for the ordinary citizen - 
you can’t get past the secretaries, there is no 
One there to take the call, often even in emer- 
gencies. The whole system shuts down ou 
weekends and holidays, which is a scandal. 1 
can well understand that the uninvolved per- 
son who is just doing his duty as a citizen and 
Feporting a case will simply give up after a 
while.” 


Social workers may also take the line of 
least resistance, continues Kudmun. “There is 
ἃ severe shortage of manpower and tremen- 
dous demorulization. Although that cannot 
Justify what is happening, you cannot ignore 
the facts. Imagine an overworked, inexpeti- 
enced 24-year-old social worker, on a misel- 
able salary, with a family of her own to take 
care of. She may well fear for her life in some 
of the tougher neighbourhoods. You can't 
heap all the blame for the failure of the system 
on her, 

“I am not the only one to say so. A few 
months ago Saviona Rotlevy, a juvenile court 
Judge, expressed surprise at the small number 
of cases on children’s welfare reaching the 
courts, and said that it was evident that the 
welfare officers were not availing themselves 
Of the remedies offered by the courts.” 

‘The implication is that welfare officers. who 
have considerable powers at their disposal, 


~ (see box) are not doing their job. But welfare 


Officers require special training and approval 

from the Ministry of Labour and Social AF 

falrs for their posts, and there are not enou 
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child at risk,” warns Yitzhak Kadman, di- 
rector of the Jerusalem-based National 
Council for the Child. Citizens should not 
take it upon themselves to investigate the 
situation. Instead, they should contact the 
municipal social welfare services, who 
alone possess the legal means to act on the 
information. “That they have to intervene 
is clear — that's part of good citizenship — 
even though I don’t envy the good citizen, 
who sometimes has to be extraordinarily 

rsistent to get through to someone who 
will listen.” 

The social services will call in the welfare 
officer (pakid sa’ad) — not tv be confused 
with a social worker — who has even wider 
discretionary powers than « police officer. 
A welfare officer may enter a house with- 
out a search warrant, may obligate any 
person to surrender information and may 
remove a child from his parents’ custody, 
applying subsequently for a court order. 

Although in Israel the law obliges health 
care, educational and other professionals 
to report suspected child abuse to the au- 
thorities, there is no penalty for failing to 
do so. In some countries this is actually 
written into the law. In Ontario, for in- 
stance, following the passage of the Child 
and Family Services Act in 1985, an easy- 
to-read publication was prepared by the 
Ministry of Community and Social Ser- 


qualified peuple; there are areas of the coun- 
try which have no welfare officers. As if this 
were not enough, the ministry has had no chief 
welfare officer for the past seven months, 


YET, CHARGES Kadman, as welfare offi- 
cers know to their cost, the courts do not 
always provide the remedics. ‘The sacred 
principle of the best interests of the child is not 
always uppermost. All too often, the courts 
appear to be lenient on the subject of violence 
the family," he says. 

As an illustration, he pointed to a decision 
handed down by the Supreme Court in March 
this year, in which a three-and-a-half year old 
child in the process of adaption by a family 
was handed back to her mother. The child had 
been neglected and mistreated, requiring hos- 
pitalization and fostering entre almost from 
birth. Although her mother appeared ineapa- 
ble of caring for the child and had shown only 
the most sporudic interest in her welfare, the 
court decided to grant the mother “one more 
chance” since among other evidence, it had 
been shown that there were irregularities in 
the way the welfure and adoption authorities 

proceeded. 

The judges’ decision was based on the as- 
pal thal “no irreversible damage” 

be done if al the end of ane or two years 
the mother failed tu live up to her intentions. 
At that point, it was agreed, adoption pro- 
ceedings could again be put into mation. 


Lawyers might well argue that it is not the 
courts’ function to rubber-stamp decisions 
taken by the social services — nor, for that 
matter, by the education, police or army au- 
thorities. The courts, they will say, are bound 
to tread cautiously in the highly sensitive area 
of removing a child from the custody of its 
natural parents. 

It is true, Kadman concedes, that parents 

assert their rights to a grossly neglected or 

ἃ child often accuse social workers of 
bias and argue along such lines as:

me and give him to a childless family in North 
Tel Aviv.”

helping to prevent child abuse.

HANITA ZIMRIN, who heads ELI, the

“The 
welfare officer may well reason: ‘Am I going 
to remove an abused child from his own home 
only to have him knocked about by unsuitable 
foster parents?’ “ comments Kadman. 


WHERE OTHER netwroks fail to step in and 
intervene effectively before disaster occurs, it 
is often the hospitals which are the final resort. 
True, they cannot compensate for the inade- 
quacies of other agencies — sometimes, as in 
the tragic case of the little girl from Tiberias, it 
may simply be too late. But practitioners 
trained to detect the tell-tale signs of child 
abuse may very well be able to save the situa- 
tion if a child is brought to hospital at an 
earlier ᾿ : 

Hada Τοῦτον University Hospital's 
Social Services unit, headed by Gurit Schneid- 
mun, is in the process of developing a pro- 
gramme aimed ut a target population broadly 
defined as “children at risk” for an interdisci- 
plinary team of medical personnel and sofial 
workers. ᾿ 

“The progrumme is constantly undergoing 
evaluation as il proceeds,” says Schneidman. 
“It is being refined to the point at which it can 
lay down puidelines for procedure and be used 
to train medical and social workers.” She 
compared it to similar Hadassah programmes 
that have laid down guidelines for procedure 
in cases which have psycho-social or other 
implications, such as notifying a parent of the 
birth of a handicapped child, or dealing with 
battered women. 


When the document is finally drawn up, it 
will be submitted to the Attorney-General for 
approval in order to ensure that it is in confor- 
mity with the Youth (Care and Supervision) 
Law, 1960, and to iron out some of the prob- 
Jems that might arise out of applying it. Ques- 
tions might arise, for instance, over the duly to 
report a case to the welfare officer, medical 
confidentiality or keeping a child in hos ital 
overnight over the parents’ objections, where 
the intention is to investigale 8 case further. 

Both Schneidman and Zvia Birman, who 
heads the sub-unit dealing with psycho-social, 
pediatric, obstetrical and gynecological cases, 
expressed themselves with enormous caution, 
compassion and delicacy on the sensitive sub- 
ject of identifying such cases. How did they 
proceed in view of the fact that in the U.S. and 
Britain, over-zealous practilioners, in ἃ 06}!

Cohen concedes that some people, moti- 
vated by a wish to harm their neighbours or 
an estranged partner, may falsely report 
abuse. “But the numbers are very low. At 
all events, we look into every complaint 
received.” 

Children and adults contacting EL] and 
revealing their identity will be asked down 
to the office or referred to the appropriate 
agencies. “But we don't leave it at that,” 
said Cohen, “We carry on monitoring each 
case until we are sure it is being dealt with 
by a welfare officer or other competent 
authorities." Approaching ELI may be less 
daunting for concerned citizens than faking 
on_an unfamiliar bureaucracy.

“They come from all classes, social and ethnic 
origins and cultural backgrounds. They could 
be pillars of the community,” she points out, 
and it is no easy matter to confront such a 

erson with suspicions. Each case, she says, 

as a “visiting card” — a set of presenting 
symptoms which may be perfectly genuine 
(persistent diarrhea, bruises, fractures, burns, 
chronic respiratory problems) but which mask 
the real cause. For this reuson, the practitio- 
ner must be doubly alert to discern what Bir- 
man calls “the story behind the story." 


EVER SINCE the battered child syridrome 
was first described in the early Sixties, practi- 
tioners have been trying to find ways of detect- 
ing, managing and preventing child abuse. In 
several countries this has resulted in checklists 
to help medical and social workers, and teach- 
ers develop an awareness of symptoms point- 
ing to child abuse. 

Amon Bentovim, consultant psychiatrist in 
Great Ormond Street and the Tavistock Clin- 
ic, wrote in a recent article on the subject that 
il is the very factors that make the family a 
warm, supportive and intimate unit that can 
produce the tendencies to violence or mal- 
treatment.’ Over half the cases of maltreat- 
ment reported in the U.S. in 1985 relate to 
neglect, another 25-40 per cent relate to phiysi- 
cal abuse. The figures for Britain, which break 
down into more categories, distinguish mai- 
treatment (51 per cent) from physical abuse 
(27 per cent), failure to thrive (3 per cent) and 
being at risk (11 per cent). In both Britain and 
the U.S. sexual abuse -- which deserves sepa- 
rate treatment in itself - is.7 per cent and 13 
per cent respectively. 

Bentovim and others have isolated a set of 
symptoms which are typical of neglect, de- 
fined as the privation of food, drink, medi- 
cal care, stimulation or affection, or physical 
abuse, defined as a characteristic pattern of 
non-accidental injuries. 

The team at Hadassah consists of a senior 
pediatrician, senior pediatric nurse and a so- 
cial worker, who may be alerted at any time of 
the day or night. As well as possible signs of 
violence -- old scars, evidence of fractures in 
very smail children, burns, etc. — they are also 
on the lookout for signs of gross neglect, lack 
of attention to medical problems and failure to 
thrive, which could mean deliberate mallreat- 
ment, but could also point to incompetence 
and immaturity on the part of the parents, 
explains Schneidman. 

“For example, if a child shows extreme 
apathy or is absolutely filthy, we would cull in 
the social worker for 8 psycho-social evalua- 
tion.” If the child is determined as being at 
risk or a victim of actual violence, the next 
step would be to contact the community social 
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Counsellor.

What all these cases have in 
common, said Yitzhak Kadman, 
is that the various social agen- 
cies “knew nothing.” Kadman 
charges that there is ample evi- 
dence to show that the social 
services units are simply not 
equipped to protect children at 
risk. ‘’But you can’t lay all the 
blame at their door when other 
agencies — the schools, hospi- 
tals, the police — are not suffi- 
ciently alert. How can the social 
services help if a doctor or 
emergency unit accepts at face 
value that a child brought in un- 
der suspicious circumstances 
simply ‘fell downstairs’?”

* The reasons that abusive parents bring their 
children in with symptoms ranging from se- 
vere to vague is not always clear. “In some 
cases, they appear extremely concerned and 
devoted -- will sit at their child's bedside 
through the night -- all of which masks the real 
problem and makes it more difficult to diag- 
nose,” says Birman. She agreed that the very 
act of bringing the child in for medical help 
could be as much a cry for help, a plea to be 
found out and stopped, as a fear on the par- 
ents’ part that they have gone too far. 

Establishing that a child has been maltreat- 
ed docs not necessarily mean removing the 
child from the custody of its parents, the two 
Stressed. Jn many cases, family therapy and 
counselling can restore healthy family 
relationships. 

Since the problem of child abuse is much 
greater in Israel than had been thought up till 
recently, the Hadassah unit and Yitzhak Kad- 
man are convinced that the public and the 
social agencies must develop a far greater 
awareness of the problem and sharpen their 
resolve to do sofhething about it. 

Says Kadman: “If a child dies as a result of 
Arab terrorist action, the whole country is up 
in arms and cries are heard on all sides for the 
death penalty. But if a child is cruelly battered 
to death by her parents in Tel Aviv, nobody 
cares ~ though as far as the child is concerned, 
the cause of death is immaterial. I have yet to 
hear a public figure stand up and demand that 
something be done to protect children from 
cruelty and abuse.” Π

IE T were to tell a musician to open 
his fingers, he wouldn't be able to do it. But if 
I drop a peacil on the floor and ask him to pick 
it up, his fingers open.” 

Though she continues to work with injured 
musicians -- “How can I say no when their 
carcers depend on it and when they’re not 
(rained for anything else?" - she would prefer 
to teach teachers how to prevent future inju- 
Ties in their pupils. “The first thing a piano 
pupil learns is to curl the fingers but you can 
play much faster with your fingers open and 
you won't get hurt that way." 

She offers a two-week summer school at 
Amherst College each year and would like to 
establish something similar here, not only for 
Israeli students but for those in Europe or 
elsewhere whose countries she cannot visit 
because she finds travel difficult at this stage 
of her life.

Anyway, 
after I set up the Israel Jazz Society, 
we became a member of the IF, 
and I subsequently became a mem- 
ber of the federation’s board of di- 
rectors. As such I've been back to 
Poland on several occasions. The 
first time, 1 think, was in 1982." 


Baruch also had occasion to travel 
to Czechoslovakia a few years back 
when the Prague chapter of the In- 
ternational Jazz Federation ran 


afoul of the authorities and its Icad- 
ership was jailed. 

“That was a very sorry situation,” 
he recalls. “The Prague group had 
expanded into art and theatre and 
publishing, and the regime suddenly 
declared them subversive. We 
Pleaded on their behalf with the 
government, but to ne avail. A new 
Czech chapter of the ΠῚῈ was eslab- 
lished, which we recognize ~ but at 
the same time we refused to with- 
draw recognition of the original 
group. We stil] recognize them 
both." 


Meanwhile, Baruch is gratified 
that Jazzis productions are being 
played in both Eastern and Western: 
Europe. “‘I think that's good for Is- 
rael,” he says, “and of course, espe- 
cially pood for Jazzis recording 
artists,” 


The group to benefit most so far 
from being on the Jazzis label is the 
company’s flugship ensemble, Za- 
viot, which is currently making its 
third European tour. 


Zaviot appears on the first Jazzis 
recording, entitled simply Zavior, 
on the second production, called 
The Tel Aviv Connection, along with 
West German keyboardist Chris- 
toph Spendel and percussionist Jer- 
ry Garval of Kedma; and on the 
latest Jazzis offering, Unexpected, 
with American saxophonist Dave 
Liebman, one of the headliners of 
the recent Red Sea Jazz Festival. 
The Jatter is the first Jazzis record- 
ing available on CD. Fans of the 
group, which comprises clarinetist 
Harold Rubin, guitarist Tommy 
Bellman, bassist Mark Smulinn and 
drummer Reuben Hoch, will find 
Zaviot increasingly inspired on euch 
outing. 

The other Jazzis recordings in- 
clude Sole Argev, in which Jerusa- 
lem pianist Liz Magnes strides, 
slides and glides in a variety of in- 
ventive moods through the popular 
melodies of songwriter Sasha Ar- 
gov, and Kecma’s Facing East, 
which showcases the very fing pliy- 
ing and compositional talents of gui- 
turists Jean-Claude Jones and Steve 
Peskoff. The Jazzis label is distribut- 
ed to local outlets by MCT, the coun- 
try’s major importer of foreign jazs 
recordings. 

Jazzis productions likely to hit the 
record racks in the coming months 
inclucle Liz Magnes'’s evocutive im- 
provisations on Moroccan-Jewish li- 
turgical Piyutim, and Zaviot's Har- 
old Rubin in chamber mode with 
members of the New York String 
Quartet. 

“Equally exciting," says Baruch, 
“is that dozens upon dozens of art- 
ists have been coming to me with 
demos and masters, things they may 
have had in drawers for years while 
they waited for a sympathetic pro- 
ducer, That is what Jazzis is all 
about.” 


Like almost everyone else in this 
country, Baruch says he would love 
some government support for his 
productions, and is bitter about the 
Education and Culture Ministry's 
tight-fistedness. At the same time, 
he says the idea of producing mon- 
ey-spinning pop or rock as 4 route to 
financing more jazz recording is 
anathema to him. 


And meanwhile, the da Vinci of 
the jazz disks is busy 1unning the 
Israel Jazz Society, pursuing his in- 
terest in jazz photography, and com- 
piling a baok about jazz in Israel.

LET ME INTRODUCE you to one 
of my favourite filmmakers. His 
name is Hou Hsiaou Hsien. He was 
born in mainland China, grew up in 
Taiwan, is 41 and probably one of 
the most interesting directors of his 
gencration — not just in China, but 
in the world. 

If it seems strange that such com- 
pliments are lavished upon someone 
who hasn't had even one decent in- 
ternational hit to his credit; let me 
quote a poll taken by the Rotterdam 
Film Festival last year: They asked 
150 film experts from all over the 
world who they consider to be 
among the filmmakers of the future. 
First on the list was Jim Jarmusch, 
who does have a hit of sorts to his 
credit; the second was Hou Hsiaou 
Hsien, But don't worry, most of the 
people who read the results of that 
poll were as astonished as you may 
be to sec his name there. 

Tf you are curious to find out more 
about this filmmaker, the Tel Aviv 
Museum is giving you an opportuni- 
ty that is not to be missed: They are 
showing Stunmer at Grandpa's, a 
1984 picture that is the best intro- 
duction to the world of Hou Hsiaou 
Hsien. When shown last year at the 
Haifa Festival, it turned out to be a 

surprise sensation, festival Organiz- 
ers adding two screenings to the 
original two scheduled and selling 
all the seats, 
It was a surprise, too, because the 
Picture is not a “natural” hit. On the 
contrary: It has practically no plot,

no stars, very little action, and is 
based on keen but low-key observa- 
tion. It also bears a degree of ethical 
distinction which prevents the 
camera from ever daring to crowd 
the characters, impose its presence 
on them or meddle in their lives. 
No, it is not a documentary. It is a 
fiction film that is so closely related 
to life and so far removed from the 
distorted image we are usually 
served on the screen under the false 
pretense of realism, that it might 
almost be a documentary. 

Basically, this is a film about two 
children -- a boy of 11 and his sister, 
who is five. But it is certainly not a 
children’s film; adults are likely to 
enjoy it as much or even more than 
their offspring. While it takes place 
in the Taiwan countryside and is 
deeply rooted in this specific back- 
ground, its appeal is universal. It 
may speak a strange language and 
talk about different customs, but it 
is so profoundly humane and so 
sympathetic to all of its characters 
that you can’t help but be swept 
over in spite of the geographical 
distance. 

I already mentioned there isn't 
much of a plot here. What there is 
concerns the brother and the sister, 
dispatched by their parents to spend 
their holidays in the country with 
their grandparents. 

The entire film, which deals with 
their experiences there, moves in 
small concentric circles — one 
around the grandfather's house: one

oe feeling that life has been con- 
densed, put into concentrated cap- 
sules, and reshaped for our benefit -- 
which is what some people would 
expect an artist to do (after all, art is 
not supposed to just copy life but 
give it sense) — is ostensibly lacking 
here. But only ostensibly, for Hou 
has achieved the marvellous feat of 
giving us the impression he does not 
touch reality at all. He captures it in 
the raw at the right moment, as it is, 
and puts the chosen excerpts on the 
screen —the way a dedicated observ- 
er of human nature who never med- 
dles with what he sees but has a 
tremendous love for the objects of 
his observation would do. If there 
are conclusions to be drawn {and of 
course there are), we, the specta- 
tors, are supposed to draw them 
and, by so doing, reveal to ourselves 
the essence conveyed by the images. 

Of course, all this is an illusion 
for, as 1 already pointed out, this 
film is not a documentary: It is ἡ 
picture of life crented by a film di- 
tector who has participated in the 
writing of the script, has curefully 
chosen each camera set-up, and has 
often set up the lights himself. At 
least this is huw he described Ins 
filmmaking routine in a Jong Cannes 
interview. That he obtains the re- 
sults he does is all to his credit. 

For instance, you might notice the 
director's handling of the time di- 
mension. Films, like music. cannot 
exist without a basic rhythm. an un- 
derlying heat organizing the flow of 
events on the screen, Never a great 
believer in the intellectual potential 
of its customers, [Hollywood has im- 
posed the tradition of the fast flow -

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IT WAS SHORTLY after midnight 
On the road leading out of Yiftah 
towards the Hula Valley. I was driv- 
ing slowly. 1 always do, but morte so 
at night, partly for safety and partly 
because I never want to miss seeing 
anything along the way. 

My friend and 1 were rolling 
along, chatting, when about two- 
thirds of the way down the slope, a 
long, lithe figure appeared in the 
road and stopped directly in front of 
us. I braked gently, let the car come 
lo ἃ stop and turned off the head- 
lights, leaving only the parking 
lights.

my surprise. he told me that a leop- 
ardess had been seen in almost that 
exact spot last February, and that at 
the time the observer, an experi- 
enced field worker, had thought 
from her shape that she was nursing 
cubs, If this were true, then the cub 
or cubs would by now be six to seven 
months old and just the right age to 
go hunting hyrax with their mother. 
There had also been other reports, 
but not as detailed as these two and 
not from people who could be as- 
sumed to be sure of just what they 
had seen. 

Since leopards are shy and not 
very aggressive, their presence need 
not frighten anyone. Left alone, 
they leave others alone. The area is 
rich in hyrax, gazelle and ground 
nesting birds, which are a plentiful 
source of food for these animals. It 
looks as if something is changing on 
Israel's wildlife map. oO

WHEN YOU KEEP KOSHER at 
home, sometinies you eat meat and 
sometimes you eat dairy, When a 
restaurant is kosher, it must go 
through life serving either meat or 
dairy dishes. 

For the kosher diner, there are 
literally hundreds of dairy restau- 
fants serving Italian food. Some are 
better and some worse, some more 
sophisticated and some less. But 
none of them, of course, serve meat. 

One reason for this is the impar- 
tunce that cheese plays in Italian 
cooking. But there is a wealth of 
meat dishes which ure aiso an im- 
portant part of the Italian reper- 
toire, and these naturally never ap- 
Pear in the dairy restaurants. 

Tt was thus with some degree of 
excitement that we made our way to 
the country’s first kosher meat Ttul- 
lan restaurant, located in one of 
those fine old buildings in the centre 
of Jerusilem. The restuurant was 
estublishcd by Sergio Molcho, who 
also set up Mamma Mia, a still- 
thriving dairy Italian restaurant 
which is almost around the corner 
from Fonte Bella.

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A RARE and unusually significant 
exhibition opened al Beit Ariela in 
Tel Aviv on October 17 under the 
slightly cumbersome title “Gug- 
fielmo Ebreo de Pesaro and Danve 
in the Italian Courts of the 15th 
century.” It will reniain on view un- 
til November 13. Sponsored by the 
town of Pesaro, it has already visited 
various European centres and will 

to many countries. It came to 
Israel under the auspices of the Ital- 
ian Cultural Institute, the Beil 
Ariela Library and the Dance Li- 
brary of Israel, which is shortly mov- 
ing into Beit Ariela. 

‘The exhibition was brought to Is- 
rael for two main reasons. Gug- 
lielmo Ebreo was a Jew, as his name 
indicates. He was also one of the 
first theoreticians on the art and 
practice of dance, as well as one of 
the most prominent dancers and 
dance teachers of his time. Among 
many such professionals in Italy, 
both Jewish and non-Jewish, he was 


regarded as “excelling al! men in 
dance.” 


The other reason that makes the 
coming of the exhibition significant 
is that owing to the initiative of 
Giora Manor, dance critic of A/ Ha- 
mishmar, the town of Pesaro ar- 
ranged a conference to commemo- 
rate Ebreo’s quincentenary (born 
before 1440, he probably died in the 
1480s, in Pesaro) and has produced 
a magnificent catalogue. 

The exhibition consists of repro- 
ductions of more than 100 paintings, 
drawings and facsimiles of manu- 
scripts - including pages of Ebreo’s 
treatise on dance. There is also a 
picture, reproduced in colour, 

ing two women und a man, 
with a musician kaveling nearby, 
playing on a small harp. The originy 
is in the Paris Biblietheque Niuion- 
ale, and the man is believed to be 
Ebreo himself, demonstiating one 
of his dances, (It is interesting to sve 
the little fingers of the women 
linked gracefully with his.)

The sumptuous catalogue in- 
chides chapters on Ebreo, on 15th- 
century dance as depicted in the 
plastic arts and in contemporary sto- 
ry, and on music and musical instru- 
ments of the 14th and 15th centu- 
ries, as well as the history of the 
town of Pesuro. ἃ bibliography 
lakes up five quarto pages with 
three columns on each in very small 
print. ‘The illustrations are gleaned 
from seme 70 sources. 

AL the opening of the exhibition, 
the speakers, addressing a large au- 
dieuce. were Professor Remar Ri- 
petti, head of the Italian Cultural 
Institute and cultural attaché of the 
Halim Embassy, Israel Shapira, di- 
rector ol library services of Tel 
Aviv-Jaffa and Giora Manor.

The three dancers — Tamar Fei- 
genblat, Sigal Sperling and I{nge- 
bord Sundby -- wore skintight cos- 
tumes that didn't quite relate either 
to the exotic hand ornaments or the 
Japanese music that consisted of 
clashing metal, vibrating keyboards, 
seductive pipes and, of course, 
drums, coming from ἃ group called 
“Devils on the Drums.” The pro- 
gramme note stated that the chore- 
ography was ‘‘based on dance 
phrases by the dancers," but the 
impression was of an under-devel- 
oped piece, requiring wider 
treatment. 

Waves (Part 1), where the three 
“assistants'’ provided the back- 
ground with cloth and feathered 
wands while Schenfeld formed the 
centrepiece, was a compact study in 
fascinating movement. 

Figures and Enales, the choreag- 
raphy “based on improvisutions of 
the dancers” and directed by Schen- 
feld, had heen revised since its pre- 
miere, but seemed no more intelligi- 
hic, Three women appeared to be 
acting out their funtasies, and in the 
cud gave their attention to a bird of 
peace — a while dove that may have 
Heant something to thent but hardly 
ave coherence tu the work, set to

gave the programme the right pati- 
na.

Sometimes there was tou 
much acting in this version of the 
work — the heaving bosom, for in- 
stance, at a moment of sorrow. Yet 
the total effect was of a mental and 
emotional diary, a wardless 
monologue. 

Schenfeld manipulated old uress- 
es with long trains, almost bringing 
them to life with wind fans. She 
skipped about, swung on a chair like 
a little girl, Though aided in cos- 
tume change by a figure in pink (like 
the “invisible” Japanese in black) 
this did not interfere with the sense 
of solo. The music, chopped up by 
silences, ranged from Schubert's 
“Death and the Maiden" quartet to 
Chopin to Michael Jullich, ete. Yet 
the whole thing had the witchery 
one has come to expect from 
Schenfeld.

Windows, Kraus was credited with 
composing the first {sraeli rock-and- 
roll album. Together with his wife 
Josie Katz and Arik Einstein, the 
High Windows turned Israeli music 
on its head. It was a seminal break 
from the tradition of melodically 
plucked guitars und sacchurine- 
sweet lyrics - the High Windows 
sung about “chocolate soldiers" and 
the prephet Ezekiel’s hundreds of 
girlfriends -- and promptly got their 
songs banned. 

But they were hugely popular, 
and riding the international wave of 
Israci-fever that swept the world af- 
ter the Six Day War, Kraus, Katz 
and Einstein played in Paris and 
Londen before Kraus went off to 
Spain for a part in the filming of the 
Royal Hunt of the Sun with Robert 
Shaw und Christopher Plummer. 
The film didn't lead anywhere for 
him. but the High Windows were 
finished as a group and Kraus made 
his way to New York. 


Born in Jerusalem to a fifth-gener- 
alion sabra family, Kraus recalls his 
father delivering hand-grenades for the

Hagana in Mandate days. He him- 
self joined the navy, signing up with 
the merchant fleet after completing 
his national service. Even then, 
Kraus was not one to back down

After suffering a severe beat- 
ing from anti-Semites in a German 
port, he rallied his crew together 
and proceeded to wreak vengeance 
on his attackers with bars, chains 
and poles.

“Two rare - for (he dog, and one 
medium for me. There was no sign 
on the door excluding dogs and I 
insisted on my right to take him in.

Mayer, an unassuming, tll, rugged-louking 
man with a furrowed face -- an optometrist 
like his father before him -- Stops suddenly and 
sighs. “It’s already 50 years. It's hard to 
believe. [ can see it all before my eyes so 
clearly, as if it were only yesterday. | can see 
the plump 55 brute, 4 man in his 40s, who 
maybe had kids of his own. 

“I'll never forget his ruddy face as he pulled 
the doll out of tittle Eva's hands, screeching 
that ‘This is the property of the German 
nation.” [le pushed his big round face right in 
front of Eva's frightened eyes. and went on 
barking at her: ‘We witl not'let you Jews steal 
the property of honest Germans. Nothing 
belongs to you. [Everything you have is 
rightfully ours. You stole everything.’ 

“Eva now started weeping bitterly — in part 


for the doll, but no doubt she was also terrified 


at being shouted at like that," Mayer

Moments later Eva, her βάεπα Paula and 


Alexander, ber nine-year-old sister Clara ant 
her brother Leon, 16, were driven with whips, 
rubber hoses, sticks, chains and dogs across 
the border into a-narrow no-man's land strip 
between Germany and Poland. 

The last week of October, 1938 saw the first 
Mass deportation of European Jews, 
foreshadowing and presaging the horror and 
slaughter of World War II: “It was just 50 
years ago that the full extent of the impotence, 
the total helplessness and humiliation of the 
Jews, stateless and unwanted, was 
demonstrated as never before till then to a 
largely indifferent world," Mayer muses, 

He had then heard that Hitler had just come 
out of a characteristic rest and recreation spell 
at his mountain hideaway. It was said that 
during his time off, satanic schemes were 
taking shape in his mind. His victims this time 
were German Jews of Polish origin. ᾿ 

“There were jots of them in Germany. 
People Seeking o better life and greater 
Opportunities migrated in considerable 
numbers lo Germany. It was once where the 
‘good life’ was ~a magnet, not unlike America 
to some,” Mayer explained recently in an 
Interview with The Jerusalem Post. 


MAYER'S PARENTS arrived in Hamburg 
early in the century and during World War I 
were even awarded German citizenship, of 
which they were, however, deprived in 1933. 
Mayer, his brother and two sisters were all 
German-born. “We nevertheless remained 
Ost-Juden (Eastern Jews) even in the eyes of 
local Jews, depite the fact that the only 
language we were fluent in was German. We 
could understand some Yiddish and spoke no 
Polish whatever. 

“We really were a bit different,” Mayer 
reflects. “Although we were a non-observant, 
middle-class family, there was something 
more warmly Jewish in us than in our more 
assimilated German-Jewish neighbours. We

“My father wanted so much to get out of 
Hitler's Germany that he started toying with 
the idea of fleeing to China and was discussing 


how to come up with the vast sums requested, ἡ 


But by that time already, Hitler had decided 
to send us ‘home’ to,Poland. We children 
never saw Poland and my parents had been 
away from it for over two decades,” Mayer 
stresses. - 

“We weren't enemies of the German state, 
We weren't a side in any confrontation with 
Germany. It wasn’t like Arabs and Jews. We 
didn’t want to throw the Germans into the sea 
Or engage in sabotage and terror. If anything, 


we wanted to be identified with Germany. 
This must be remembered — we were not a side 
to any conflict. We didn’t declare war against 
the Germans. We were in every sense 
innocent victims. We couldn't have been more 
innocent.” 

Their “repatriation” to Poland wasn't 
anything resembling an orderly departure. 
‘There was no chance at all of ever attempting 
to sell. even at ridiculous prices, anything the 
family owned. It was forced to leave, 
destitute, without any advance notice. 

“There wus no forewarning. They just 
pounced on: us,” Mayer emphasizes. “My 
mother and sister Clara were rounded up in 
the street. My mother’s pleas that they at least 
be allowed to stop at home to pick up Clara's 
warm coat were rebuffed. ‘Poland will warm 
you,” was the jeering reply. - 

“My father, little Eva and I were picked up 
at home; roughly at the same time. We, too, 
could take nothing. We had to leave our 
comfortable home as it was. In fact, the SS 
men ordered us all, even Eva, to empty our 
pockets to make sure we wouldn't ‘smuggle’ 
what was rightly German. 

“My father even had to leave his wallet and 
was allowed to keep only 10 marks. It was 
then that Eva's doll first caught the SS men’s 
eyes, but my father hastened to point out that 
it was damaged and so my sister had it all the 
way tothe border, where it was ‘confiscated 
by the Reich.’ 


“DOWN IN THE street, we were heckled b: 
ordinary Germans, shrieking: ‘Geht nac: 
Palestina (go to Palestine).’ Next we found 
ourselves in a detention centre with hundreds 
of Jews like us about to be returned to our 
Polish homeland.’ We were reunited there 
with mother and Clara. We looked for my 12- 
year-old brother, Bernhard, but could find no 
ers of him. 

“He never came back from school that day. 
Somebody told my father they saw him picked 
up in the Street. There were cases of Jewish 
children kidnapped off the ‘sidewalks, We

Like nearly 20,000 “Polish” Jews, the 
family was violently herded across the border 
to shrill bellows of “schnell (fast) and 
“laufen™ (run). But on the other side, the 
Poles decided to close the frontier, Mayer 
explains. 

“They sanctimoniously denounced what the 
Germans did to us and went so far as to 
threaten to round up Jews with German 
citizenship in Poland and throw them over the 
border in retaliation. They will do to German 
Jews what Hitler did to Polish Jews. The idea 
was that if you beat up my Jews, I’ll beat up 
your Jews. Meanwhile, the Jews were getting 
beaten by everyone." 

Poland came up with formalistic pretests: 
Polish passports, whose owners had been out 
of the country for over five years, were no 
longer valid. Thus, thousands of Jews found 
themselves trapped in a narrow strip between 
two hostile countries with no food, shelter or 
even adequate clothing. 

“Tstill find it hard to talk about the days we 

Spent in no-man's land. The shock of being 
removed from a cozy home and thrust like an 
animal into a fenced field is too much to bear. 
It was freezing in late October. Clara shivered 
in her light jacket and started coughing. My 
mother was distraught throughout, screaming 
for my brother. Maybe she wasn't made of 
heroic stuff - after all, she was just a normal 
woman in a demonically abnormal world,” 
Mayer notes. 
. Ἕνα turned into herself and became very 
silent, We huddled together for warmth. We 
had nothing to eat for days. There were no 
sanitary facilitics. We got to despise ourselves 
= hungry, cold and filthy. Some people 
fainted. Maybe they died. I realized that if left 
there long enough, we would all shrivel up and 
die, like insects trapped in a jar.” 

Some of the expellees were finally smuggled 
across to Zbronszyn. “We were exhausted and 
destitute. The first sustenance we had in days 
was the warm soup given us by local Jews. 
Clara was feverish then and my father, who 
had wrapped her up in his coat, was ill as 
well,” remembers Mayer. 

Several weeks later, Clara died of 
pneumonia, Her mother, unable to recover 
from the shock of fosing her and Bernhard, 
sank into melancholia and ‘died of a broken 
heart,” as Mayer puts it. She took her life 
three months after Clara’s death. 

Mayer was sent to Lvov (Lemberg), to the 
home of distant relations who promised to see 
to his schooling. He never saw his father or 
Eva again after the war broke out in 
September, 1939. They remained in German- 
occupied Poland, while he found himself in 
the half of Poland ceded to the Soviets in their 
pact with Hitler. The relatives who took him 
in were later deported to Siberia by the 
Russians, who declared them class enemies. 

“That was the fate of many middle-class 
families. Anyone who was a little too well-off 
was seen as a member of the bourgeoisie and 
punished by exile. [ was banished with the 
family. 1 anyway had nowhere else to g0- 
Inadvertently, the Sovict punishment turn 
out to be life-saving because shortly 


- afterwards, Hitler reneged on his alliance with 


Russia and invaded the rest of Poland.”

The Isracli College of Natural 
Health Sciences, for instance, his a 
rather imposing litle. Its Hebrew 
name is even more explicitly medi- 
cal: Hacullege Hayisracli Lerefua 
Abternativit (Tiv'it), which translates 
fiterally as “the Israeli College of 
Alternative (Natural) Medicine." 

This august-sounding body is in its 
third year, with headquarters in Tel 
Aviv, at 30 Rehov Yavetz. {It offers 


both training courses and treat-° 


ments in disciplines such as reflexol- 
ogy, aroma therapy, and Bach's 
flower remedies. 

It is a private business, not under 
the supervision of any public health 
authority. All it needs to operate 
legally are the routine licences re- 

ired by municipal and tax authori- 
tles to conduct any kind of business 
that receives money and gives 
receipts. 


T here are virtually no specific 


laws in this country 1ecogniz- 
ing or regulating fields of “'su- 
called alternative medicine,” | was 
told by Professor Peter Vardy. di- 
rector of the Health Ministry's De- 
partment for Medical Professions. 
The only such field that has been 
recognized so far, and regulated by 
anew law, is acupuncture, which is 
widely acknowledged by the medi- 
cal profession to be effective in 
some areas, particularly the relief of 
pain.

At the Tel Aviv college, the oils are 
not taken internally, though they 
sometimes are in France, but only 
under a physician's supervision. 

Bach’s flower remedies are τι se- 
ries of flower extracts, highly diluted 
in a solution of water and brandy, 
und recommended for a variety of 
problems, often more emotional 
thin physical. 

Lest unyone suspect it is the bran- 
dy rather than the flower extract 
which produces the result, Ashke- 
nazi hastens to point out that these 
liquid remedies are taken by the 
drop, not the glissful. And to prove 
they are not placebos which wurk by 
the power of suggestion, she says 
they are effective even with babies, 
for instance, to culm them. 

The internationally-known flower 
remedy method was developed in 
England by Edward Buch, and the 
instructional guidance and the flow- 
er extracts themselves are imported 
from the Bach Centre there. In ad- 
dition to the little bottles bearing 
names of individual flowers, there is 
an eye-catching one labelled ‘'Res- 
cue Remedy,” which is a mixture of 
five. This is intended us first-nid to 
be administered in cases such as a 
fall or other accident, before taking 
a driving test. at funerals, and on 
similar stressful occasions, I wus 
told.

stopping conventional treatment.

nather such “college,” which 
calls itself the Institute of 
Human Ecology, was estab- 
lished in Ramat Gan at about the 
same time. It was founded by a clini- 
cal psychologist and a medical doc- 
tor, both of whom asked not to be 
named, because of medical ethics. 

Its Hebrew-English pamphlet de- 
scribes “human ecology” in rather 
pompous language, referring to en- 
vironmental “hazards which were 
previously unknown.” It continues, 
“These hazards, both seen and un- 
seen, with which man is confronted 
today in his daily life, distort in an 
accelerating way behavioural pat- 
terns which were gradually formed 


during a million and a half years of 
human development.” 

Human ecology, in brief, strives 
to return modern man to a proper 
balance of his physical, psychologi- 
cal and sociological natures. 

instructional courses, a treatment 
clinic and research ure the Rimnat 
Gan institute's three areas of activi- 
ty. It covers miuny of the same fields 
as its Tel Aviv vonipetitor, hut since 
it has two MDs on its perminent

nother of its fields is osteopu- 
thy, which it describes in shorthand 
as “natural medicine's version of or- 
thopaedics." In the U.S, and Brit- 
ain, osteopathy is widely taught and 
practised. Homewpathy, which is 
based mainly on highly diluted herb- 
al drugs, is also offered al Ramat 
Gan. 

Herbalism, natural nutrition, 
shiatsu, biofeedback, reflexology 
and aroma therapy appear on the 
institute's curriculum and treatment 
list. Several types of “movement 
treatment” are alse offered, includ- 
ing not only the familiar yoga and 
the Isracli-developed Feldenkreis 
method, but other disciplines called 
“Creative Posture,’ “Tui-Chi- 
Chuan — the art of Chinese niove- 
ment,” and “Electrobix (sic)... an 
electro-nmignetic understanding of 
natural movements.” Here, tou, 
courses range in duration from a few 
months to a year. Patients who 
come for treatment sontetimes 
know what method they prefer, but 
muny “come to us as a polyclinic, in 
which case we make a general ding- 
nosis and reconimend the most ap- 
propriate course of treatment,” its 
director told me.

Founded in 1979, the Israeli Col- 
lege of Naturopathy (Beit Husefer 
Lerepui Tiv'd) is lowated at 2 Rehov 
Levontin in south ‘Tel Aviv, with 
branches in Jerusalem and Haifa, 
While the branches offer only acu- 
puncture, shiatsu (alsa called 
acupressure), and, reflexology, the 
headquarters offers such a varied 
curriculum that it would be impossi- 
ble to list it all here. 

The courses are conducted at vari- 
ous levels of intensity and profes- 
sional skill, ranging from supple- 
mentary courses for MDs to 
workshops geared to the general 
public. In the latter category, for 
Instance, there is a first-aid course 
by natural methods, culled “Care 
for Yourself and Your Family."

“UNTRUB, offensive, cheap,” 
wrate Elie Wiesel about the televi- 
sion movie Holocaust, when it was 
fist broadcast in 1978. Yet this con- 
troversial mini-series was later cred- 
ited with greatly increasing public 
awareness of the Shoah, both in 
‘America and Europe. Were the ar- 
(ἰδεῖς compromises and historical 


distortions made by Hefuceust’s 
producers ultimately necessary and 
worthwhile in order to make the 
subject accessible to a mitss 
audience? 

Judith Doneson discusses this 
question in her well-researched snd 
thought-provoking study of the way 
in which the dfolucaust has been 
dealt with by an American enter- 
tainment industry more comfortable 
about steries with happy endings. 
The auther points out that although 
“the Holocaust plays a minor part in 
the scheme of American history... 
American filins on the Holocaust 
have been the must influential in 
bringing the event to the atlention 
of the international audience. In ef- 
fect, we are talking about the Amer- 
icanization of the Holocaust." 

Druneson chronicles huw the Jew- 
ish studio ehicisin pre-World Wir ΠῚ 
Hollywood virtually ignored the 
subject ot anti-Semitism, even to the 
point of fudging the identity of pei- 
seculed Cierinan Jews in the carly 
anti-Nazi films. The shock of the 
Holocaust lec. finally, toa full exhi- 
bition of anti-Semitism en the 
American movie sercen, in such 
post-war dramas an Geatlemar’s 
Agrecment and Crossfire. 

But even in The Diary of Anne 
Frank, the most important Flolly- 
wood filin in the immediate post- 
war years tn deal with the Holo- 
caust, the Jewishness of the Franks 
was played down, first in the Broad- 
way play. and more so in the subse- 
quent film version. This inchided 
the transformation into laments on 
universal suffering the sections of 
Anne Frank's diary in which she had 
commented on persecution specific 
to the Jews, and building up Han- 
ukka into a major holiday for the 
Frank family (which it wasn't).

nents of Zionism by comparing them 
to the Hellenists of the Hasmonean 
era and to Josephus Flavius in Ro- 
man times. "History," he εἰπ- 
nounced, “will march on, condemn- 
ing the derision of these gentle. 
men just as it condemned the traitors 
«οὗ antiquity -- the Hellenistic High 
Priest Menelaus and the pseudo- 
Roman Josephus Flavius - to ever- 
lasting infamy." ᾿ 
As Almog comments with scholas- 
tic caution, “The criterion for his- 
lory’s judgment seemed to be 
national fidelity, an unequivocal 
yardstick equally applicable to all 
generalions.” Yet, he adds, “such 
thinking assumed that history was on 
the side of the faithful and against 
the traitors - which inevitably led to 
the need to account for the common 
disparity between lofty ideals and 
actuul success.” Not surprisingly. 
utterances such as those of 
Bodenheimer and Klausner and the 
far-fetched historical analogies they 
made, “could be taken as evidence 


that Zionism was inclined towards 
reckless and preferred 
the heroic ideal over sober political 
considerations.” 

Zionism and History covers ἃ sing- 
le decade -- from 1896, the publica- 
tion year of Herzi's The Jewish State, 
te 1906, in which the Russian Zion- 
ists convened their conference in 
Helsingfors. However, despite the 
brevity of the period covered, the 
ideas and concepts it spawned and 
their ramifications are still felt in our 
own day. Asthe author points out, in 
the course of that decade, Zionism 
grew from a marginal phenomenon 
tn a factor of consequence in Jewish 
life. while its social composition 
underwent changes as new ideolo- 
gical and political currents came to 
the fore. 

The book contains four substan- 
tial chapters: “Historical Conscious- 
ness,” which deals with the basic 
trends of the period, the emphasis 
being on the movement's altitude 
(or attitudes) to the past; “The Sig- 
nificance of Culture” as a vehicle for 
a contest of ideas; “A Future- 
Oriented Present,” which deals with 
“practical work" in the Diaspora; 
and “The Uganda Crisis." a debate 
that the author describes as “the 
most bitter internal struggle that 
Zionism had known since its incep- 
tion.” 

Perhaps the most immediate im- 
pression this book is likely to make 
on the present-day reader is the 
sheer exoticism of the terms em- 

Joyed and the amount of rhetoric 
indulged in by the main protagon- 
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quantity. Our creed, too, exhorts us 
to expel from our midst anyone 
whose private life is suspected to be 
more important to him than eur 
people, ail the faint-henrted who in 
time of peril may east down their 
standards and Πού..." He then calls 
upon the youth of Israel to fight net 
only ‘nature, disease and hunger" 
but also their own friends and 
brothers, “enemies of Zion and 
Zionism." 

This intense sense of mission is 
even stronger in Klausner, who is 
quoted as asserting that ‘‘we, and we 
alone, have offered a basic solution 
to the question of the continuing 
existence of the Israelite nation.” 
This, he adds, entitles Zionists to 
regard themselves as “truly the life- 
blood and powerhouse of this na- 
tion,” while “the historical-national 
process of Israel is transpiring in our 
camp alone.” 

This is the kind of book that no 
short review can do justice to. No 
one interested in the origins and 
growth of the Zionist ideology, the 
roots of present-day {srael.and its 
preoccupations, will want to miss it. 


ALTHOUGH IT COVERS roughly 
the same themes, Professor Jacob 
Katz's Jewish Emancipation and 
Self-Emancipation is an entirely 
different proposition. Lucidly writ- 
ten and quietly and methodically 
argued, the 12 papers and arlicles 
included are each gems in their own 
different ways. Yet, as a single work, 
they lack cohesiveness. And no won- 
der.

David Ayalon of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity complained that little of any 
“narrative history" was being pro- 
duved by present-day historians and 
scholars. Ayalon, an eminent au- 
thority on Medieval Islam who 
admitted that he himself had written 
“not a single word’ of narrative 
history, thought the reason for this 
lack of regional histories was that 
today's academic world holds too 
muny conferences, international 
seminars, guest lectures and the like, 
which make it rather difficult for a 
scholar to sit at his desk long enough 
to do a proper job of work, let alone 
acquire an overall view of his area of 
study. 

Tcould not heip being reminded of 
this when reading Tite Jews of Egypt, 
itself the result of an academic con- 
ference at Tel Aviv University in 
June 1984, and in which scholars 
From Israel and four European coun- 
tries presented papers and studies an 
various aspects of the Jews of Egypt 
in modern times. 

Ench of the papers contributed is 
valuable and the volume represents 
a brenkthrough in the study of Egyp- 
tian Jewry, its history and ils culture 
in the post-medieval period. As is 
Invariably the case with this kind of 
joint effort, however, the general, 
and not-so-general, reader tends to 
miss the wood for the trees. What he 
“would mos} like would be a simple 
picce of historical narrative covering 
the fortunes of this Jewish commun- 
ity during some specific period of 

time or, preferably, throughout its 
existence. This, after ‘all, was the 
oldest Jewish diaspora, and readers 
would ‘welcome some comprehen-:

minor mistakes and inaccuracies 
here and there. 

Let me hasten to add that such an 
apparently unreasonable demand 
cannet and should not be made of 
the contributors to The Jews of 
Egypt or its editor. Nor, of course, is 
the votume to be appraised with such 
ἃ narrative in mind. Professor Shi- 
mon Shamir, who holds the Kaplan 
Chair in the History of Egypt and 
\srael at Tel Aviv University (and 
who hag just assumed the post of 
Israeli Ambassador to Egypt), has 
made every effort to make this book 
what, initially. it planned to be -- 
namely, a fairly comprehensive 
account imparting as clear as possi- 
bie n picture of Egyptian Jewry dur- 
ing the period specified. 

Within these limits, Shamir has 
done an excellent job. The fourteen 
Papers included, which vary in 
length between four and thirty five 


pages not counting the Appendices, 
are grouped under six peneral head- 
ings: Ottoman Background, Politic- 
al Community, Economic Activities, 
Cultural Participation, Internal Di- 
versity, and Images of Egyptian Jew- 
ry. The historical part is covered 
fairly adequately by three Israeli 
scholars: Aryeh Shmuelevitz on the 
Jews of Cairo at the time of the 
Ottoman conquest: Michael Winter 
on “Egyptian Jewry During the 
Ottoman Period as a Background to 
Modern Times;” and Jacob Landau 
on the decline of the Jewish com- 
munity of Egypt in the 8th century. 


TWO ASPECTS of the political 
situation of the Jews of Egypt in 
recent decades are analysed in the 
part entitled “Political Commun- 
ity.” Ina curefully researched paper 
on the evolution of Egyptian 
nationality laws, and their applica- 
tion to the Jews during the monar- 
chy, Shamir finds that, while the 
community flourished under what 
was Ὁ liberal constitutional regime, 
more than half the Jews were even- 
tually left stateless. He furnishes a 
full, and satisfactory, explanation 
based on a minute analysis of 
Egypt's nationality laws and their 
application. . : 
A more general view of the extent 
of the political participation of Jews 
in Egypt between World War I and 
the 1952 revolution is furnished by 
Gudrun Kramer. Examining what 
she identifies as the four major 
choices the Jews had at the time ~ 


declares that, having read Moby 
Dick. he can no longer be a logical 
positivist?

Su if we tend to turn away in 
enburrasstent Ceamt the man, what 
of the wark? Prof. Shechner hits 
abviausly collected und edited his 
material with devation (heartfelt in- 
traductory matter, ἃ fine bibliogra- 
phy, a weleome foreword by Saul 
Bellow). Sheehner adits that pre- 
senting the selections from the jour- 
nid sand nyuny of the reviews al now 
deservedly furgotten: books cunnat 
enhance our opinion af Rosenfeld, 
but he is correct that they help round 
autour picture af him. And they da 
serve (o highlight just how goud 
Rasenfeld could be when he was on 
top of his form. 

Shechner suys he first fell ander 
the writer's charm when he read 
Rosenfeld’s fairly celebrited Com- 
mentary essay, “Adam and Eve on 
Delancey Street.” This is a curious 
admission, for while the piece is 
frequently clever and amusing. it is 
also one of Rosenfeld’s more foolish 
excursions. Near its conclusion, for 
example, we have the essayist insist- 
ing: “His hard to see how anyone 
could doubt the unconscious sexual 
quality of the milchigs-fleishigs ban 
in the minds of those who observe it, 
Otherwise, how account for the zeal 
with which the law dividing milchigs 


loyalty to king and country while 
avoiding involvement in politics; 
adherence to Egyptian patrivtisn 
and Arabic culture; integration 
though a Marxist-type transforma- 
tion of the general society; and re- 
jecting Integration in favour of Jew- 
ish identity and Zionist orientation -- 
she concludes that the extent of 
participation by Jews in the various 
political movements in Egypt was 
quite limited. 

Of the remaining papers, special 
mention must be made of Jacques 
Hassoun's brief but gratifying con- 
tribution on the traditional Jewry of 
the hara, literally “the quarter," but 
in the present context denoting a 
Jewish quarter, The author reminds 
us of these almost forgotten tradi- 
tional people, the wretched living 
conditions they shared with their 
Moslem and Copt neighbours, sub- 
sisting on philanthropy and sending 
their children to the community- 
supported schools in Cairo, the 
Aghion school in Alexandria or the 
Alliance Israelite in Tanta. 

Mostly native Egyptians, these 
Jews comprised some 30 to 40 per 
cent of the total community, and 
were firmly embedded in Egypt's 
culture. With their dress, cuisine, 
table manners and mentality all re- 
flecting an Egyptian way of life, 
these Jews “represented the con- 
tinuity of Jewish life in Egypt and, in 
fact, bore the oldest heritage of 
Judaism in that country." 

Also to be commended are Sasson 
Somekh’s paper on the participation 
of Egyptian Jews in modern Arabic 
culture, and Shmuel Moreh’s survey 
of the theatrical and journalistic 
career Of Ya'qub Sanu’, and of his 
Jewish identity, as reflected in family 
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from fleishigs is upheld by the faith.

THE EDITOR is also on dubia, 
ground when he suggests that 
Rosenfeld’s baseball: story, “The 
Misfortunes of the Flapjacks," con- 
tains the kernel of Philip Rath's 
ballpark burlesque.

with uncammon grace. [f he was 
uften a cunfused ar dagmatic 
esaayist, his literary appreciations of 
such figures as Shalam Aleichem, 
Isaac Leib Peretz und Franz Kafka 
are unusually deft and penetrating. 
So toa are many of his short sto-ies, 
including the parhles written in 
open homage to Kafka. “The Rail- 
round” and the canine-narrated “Red 
Wolf” must be ranked as classic 
metaphors for the Jewish condition, 
while the much-reprinted “The 
Hand that Fed Me™ remains a bril- 
liantly ironic look at the ravages of 
love and loneliness. 

In the end, then, this collection, 
very like its author, is exasperutingly 
quirky and uneven. But when it's 
good, as it so offen is, the reader is 
reminded again and again that an 
extraordinary talent was tken away 
long before ils time.

AS ITS title indicates, Jewish Life in,

During most of the period cove! ᾿ 
too, these Jews “led a relative 
secure life. integrating wonderfully 
into the environment around them, 
in Professor Cohen's words.

tion of his fabulous adventures.” 
Unfortunately, on the first day of his 
stay, he marched out in the noonday 
heat, equipped with a Bible, heavy 
tripod and an enormous camera, 
“wandering the street, snapping pic- 
tures as if moonstruck."

-cessibitity of Donald Barthelme 
icatve of a change in the writer — 
or in the reader? Little evidence 
exists for the former, other than the 
quite possibly insignificant fact that 
in recent years Barthelme has 
chosen to publish more of his stories 
outside of The New Yorker than he 
did previuusly. 


It is more tempting to assume a 
case af a readership finally cduested 
by and catching up with a uuly 
epionary writer. Alternately, it muy 
be that we have simply become more 
alert to the world’s madness and 
mehincholy that Barthelme was al- 
ways so skilled at exposing, Both 
these suppositions suggest 8. com- 
parses with the American poet 
Sohn Ashbery, with whom it may be 
argued Barthelme has more in com- 
mon in terms of sentiment, theme 
and refraction of language than with 
any prose wriler. 

Whit is clear is that Barthelme’s 
fatest work is more akin to poctry 
than ever.

Ariella Deem, whose first name is 
a feminine form of Ariel, one of the 
names of Jerusalem (Isaiah 29:1 
“Oh, Ariel, Aricl, the city where 
David encamped"), hasa contagious 
love for the city. By the end you 
don't know if she has found the other 
boxes of slides of 19th-century Jeru- 
salem, but the plot is the story of a 
search; less the search for the actual 
slides than for the elusive quality of 
Jerusalem - the city which slips 
through one's fingers - and the 
search for the part of her that is 
inextricably bound up with the city.

A few futilities: ‘‘Engineer-
